iTOTE AND SWEEPS. 


The Government of the Fede- 


-'rated Malay States, faced with a 


problem similar to that of the 
Hongkong Government, namely 
the discovery of sources of new 
revenue, has decided to put into 
force a betting tax. 

— This is a tax which has been 
sugested for the Colony. A mes- 
Sage from Kuala Lumpur discloses 
that the bill imposing the betting 
tax will be introduced at the next 
mecting of the Federal Council. 
The Bill will provide for a two 
per cent. duty on bets made on 
the totalisator at race meetings, 
and alse on sweeps promoted by 
racing clubs or associations, 

The new amendment to the 
Stamp [nactment is as follows :— 
“On every, bet made on any 
totalisator or pari-mutuel promot- 
ed by any racing club or associn- 
tion exempted upder section: 16 of 
the: Betting Enaectment, 1913, and 
on every contribution towards any 
sweep promoted by such racing 
club or association there shal) be 
charged a duty of two per cent. 
of the amount paid or contributed. 


Onus on Secretaries, 


“The secretary of any such 
racing club or association: shall 
draw up a .statement of the 
Amounts received aa bets on each 
race and of the amounts contribut. 
ed to ench sweep and shall’ affix 
thereto stamps to the value of the 
duty chargeable under this sec- 
tion. The statement’ herein re- 
ferred to shall, within fifteen days 
after the lust day of any race- 
meeting held by such racing elub 
or association, be delivered to the 
collector who’ shall cancel the 


istamps. thereon in the manner pro- 


vided by section 6 (i) of — this 
enactment. 

“The collector may at all rea- 
sonable times require the produc- 
tion of any books, . aecounts, 
vouchers or other documents re- 
lating to any, totalisator, — pari- 
mutuel or sweep promoted by any 
such racing club or association 
within his jurisdiction. 

“The duty required to be puid 
under this section shall be a debt 
due to the State in-which the debt 
arises und shall be recoverable by 
any of the ways and meang in 
foree for the time being for the

“NOT A GAMIN.” 


Saigon (Received To-day), 

Rather pathetic scenés mark. 
ed the closing stages-of the trial 
of Nguyen Hui, who was sen- 
tenced to death for shooting and 
killing Inspector Legrand, of the 
Surete, during a demonstration 
last month. ' 


The tragic feature of the cnac 
was the extreme youth of the nc- 
cused, an admitted Communist. 
He paid the extreme, penalty of 
the Jaw at the age of 17 years. 
During the proceedings, the 
Criminal Court was closely guard- 
ed by military and police. 

The facts of the crime 
cited by the Public Prosecutor, 
(Mr. Lafrique) stating that In- 
spector Legrand, endeavouring to 
arrest a speaker at a revolution- 
ary -meeting convened under cover 
of a football match, was shot by 
Nguyen Hui, whose avowed pur- 
pose was to shoot down any Surete 
agent who might interfere with 
the speaker. :

. Legrand .collupsed, exclaiming 
“They have wounded’me.” Nguyen 
Hui was seized‘by another French 
Ofilcer, the revolver, smioke ‘atill 
issuing from the muzzle, in his 
hand. i 

Evidence of the shoating of 
Inspector Legrand was given by 
four Surefe agenta, after which 
Accused snid he was 13 when he 
came: into contact with the An- 
namite revolutionary - known un- 
der the name of Le Bachelier Hua. 
He was then sent from Indo-China 
to.a revolutionary. scheol at Can- 
ton,

He said he was present at the 
famous secret Congress of all An- 
numite. revolutionary parties at 
Hongkong . in 1929. He was 16 
years old when he attended the 
Congress, which was prelude to 
the revolution, short-lived, bul at- 
tended by much bloodshed, in 
January ‘of the following year. 
He was easily the youngest re- 
volutionary at the fateful confer. 
enee. 

When the Congress decided on 
a mutiny of native troops and to 
create in Indo-China a new Com- 
munist Party, Nugyen Hui was 
sent to Saigon with several com- 
panions. He arrived ‘there -in 
Auprust 1929, ‘

Shanghai, May 17. 

While confirmation is lacking, 
reports are current that hos 
between the armies under 
Shih Yaeshan and Sun T y 
two ex-Kuominchun Divistonal 
Commaders centrolling Honan and 
Shantung, and. troops under the 
command of Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Divisional Commanders are 
imminent. 

Generals Shih and Sun have dis- 
obeyed the Natfonal Government's 
recent instructions regarding the 
disposition of their forces, and 
Genern) Shih has moved his main 
body into northern Honan and is 
clearly prepating for war, : 

Nationalist Regiments — under 
Gen. Liu Miao-yin are only thirty 
miles from Gen. Shih’s troops and 
in the event of a failure of negotia- 
tions between Generals Shih ad 
Sun and the Nanking Government 
regarding disbandment-in Shan- 
tung, a rupture is considered in- 
evitable. 

A report from one source states 
that elsewhere along the Peking- 
Hankow Railway fighting has brb- 
ken out between Nanking and re- 
bellious forces. There is no doubt 
that the truculent northern forces, 
are secking to take advantage’ of 
the Canton revolt to squeeze funds 
out of Nanking. -

CANTON OVERTURES REJECTED. — 


Details of this rather thrilling 
escupe and of the full story of the 
battle which raged for many 
hours round the forts of Whampoa 
before the final capitulation of the

Elston, who conducted the case 
for the Crown, remarked that that 
was the case but there was a 
Portuguese boy, - who had. given 
the defendant food whilst he was 
in hiding for a few days, 

His Worship: That's not evi- 
dence, 


Deserted His Regiment. 


The defendant then elected to 
give evidence ‘on oath. He said 
that the complainant and others 
had stolen his meat and clothing 
from a railway carriage in which 
he and another soldier pu heen 
sleeping. 

Hia Worship: What were you 
doing in the carriage? 

Witness: We — had 
from Camp. 

Continuing, witness said) that 
the day before the incident, the 
two soldiers had been iven some 
meat by a Portuguese hoy and the 
Chinese had’ been seen to steal it 
whilst the two men were having 
a swim.

Bowdoin College Professor 
Mather affirmed that “With — con- 
tinued cooperation we dare not pre- 
dict what things will be accomplish- 
ed, by man.” : 

To understand himself is man's 
most pressing need, Professor 
Mather sald, and to this end he 
urged a closer study of the past

“Fossils are the relies of ancient 
life preserved in the rocks of the 
earth’s crust,” he explained. “In 
euch case the relative age of ‘the 
fossils is deduced from the physical 
relations of the ‘rocks in which they 
are entombed. The geologist 
knows that ‘primitive types of an- 
imals and plants lived upon . the 
earth before more complex and 
highly organized creatures had 
developed, not becuse the former 
nre the more primitive, but because 
their remains are found exclusively 
in rocks which on account of. their 
physical relationships are known to 
be older than those in which the s0- 
called higher forms of life are re- 
corded,” 

He showed slides of various 
fossil finds unearthed in various 
parts of the world and showed by 
comparative photographs and draw- 
ings how man had developed 
through hundreds of thousands of 
yenrs to his present state, 

“There seems to no escape 
from the conclusion that the 
future history of man will likewise 
by under the sway of environmental 
factors,” he concluded. “Ability to 
respond to these factors is largely 
a matter of inheritance, and man fs 
in a peculiarly fortunate position 
there. In his ancestral lineage there 
is no creature which when tried in 
the balance'was found wanting. We 
have an ancestry of which we msy 
well-be proud... It yet remaing to be 
xeon whether we shall be equally 
proud of our. perternity ind they, of 


Is. ‘ ; 

“In the past, evolution, influenced 
and directed by the envirdnmental 
forces inherent in the earth, has 
proved itsclf progressive. At each 
crisis, a minority somewhere has re- 
aponded to the challenge of the mo-, 
ment.

GANDHI AND HIS 
OUTLOOK. 


“Dic-Hards” of the Churchill 
type were doubtless in the mind 
of Lord Irwin when, in his speech 
in London, the ex-Viceroy eiTec- 
tually exploded the idea that. if 
what was called "a strony 
Government’ ‘were in power, the 
Indian trouble would have been 
stopped long ere this and .every- 
thing have gone on happily. 
Anyone who has given careful 
consideration to the Indian pro- 
blem must realises as Lord Irwin 
puts it, that if a policy of. ruth- 
lessness were enforced for a suf- 
ficiently long period to achieve its 
purpose, the tranquility which 
would) ensue would be a tran- 
of sullen acquiescence 
rather that a tranquility of agree- 
ment. Jn other words, a policy 
of foree is, in these days, utterly 
unsuitable for the solution of the 
Indian problem. There enn be no 
enduring settlement which is not 
based on goodwill and reasoned 
understanding. Unfortunately, 
the Churchills will not concede 
this point, obvious though it 
would appear to be. Sabre- 
rattling is the extent of the solu- 
tions they have to offer. : 

Lord Irwin’s optimism was 
demonstrated in his speech no 
less than wag his liberal outlook 
on ‘Indian affairs, witness his 
belief that if Gandhi gocs to 
London he wil} strain every nerve 
to ‘secure ‘an agreement. The 
“Die-lards,” however, may be 
counted upon to make the 
Mnhatmn's task far from easy, if 
not Indecd to put pbstacles in his 
way by embarking on a campaign 
of villification. ‘Mr. Churchill's 


recent description of Gandhi as a 


crazy half-naked fakir, apart from 


fits extremely bad taste, is the 


kind of thing that we may expect 
to hear repented in’some quarter.. 
‘Happily, however, personalities of 
this order will be aszemed-at their 
true worth. They will carry no 
welght in circles which really 
matter, They ‘rest;- for the most 
part, on uttor ignorance of Gandh! 
ag a man and the cause which. he 
typifies. Wo have just been read- 
ing o most interesting contribu- 
tlon in one -of the political 


reviews, Written by 4 correspon: 
dent in Indio, on the Mahatma’s 
influence and some of the factors 
which explain it,’ Chief ‘amongst 
these Is what an American writer: 
hos doscribed ag “this saint bual- 
ness.” It {s pointed: out that one 
of the main ‘difcrences” between 
the modern European and those 
who. atill maintain _a — more 
modineval and incidentally 2 more 
religlous outlook is the belief that 
there exists a-perfect solution of 
all our mundane troubles. This 
knowledge, {t ig claimed, cannot 


‘be acauired by 1 mere process of 


rensoning. ‘This idea colours all 
cf Gandht's views, as it doca those 
of most Indiana excent a very few 
who have acquired a completely 
Western outlook, Thus whenever 
Gandhi makes a mistake (and he 
has himself confessed to “Hima- 
Tayan blunders”) his solution is to 
purify himself by a long fast, 80 
ag to recover bia inspiration. It 
does not occur to him, as it would 
to most Englishmen, that he may 


| have made a mistake in his poli- 


ticnl reasoning, oF that his 
original premfacs may be wrong. 
As the authority we are quoting 
remarks, such an attitude may 
appear egotistical, but many 
Southern and Eastern Europeans 
would have no difficulty in under- 
standing [t. It has, of course, 
full religious sanction, for only 
the pure in heart can hope for a 
glimpse of the perfect solution, 
locked in the heart of the 
Almighty. What is hidden from 
the wise may be revealed to babes 
and sucklings, 

Thus it comes about 
Gandhi, feeling that 
inspired, is ruthless 
methods, though this does 
mean that the policy’ whieh ho 
may put forward at any moment 
will be equally drastic. He is at 
heart, we are told, a rather con- 
servative old gentleman, of pacific 
outlook. The “saint 
gives the Muhatma two advan- 
tages a8 a politician. - It gives 
him great’ confidence in  himslf, 
and if at any time that confidence 
is impaired, the solution Hes 
‘within himself; he does nut have 
to xo to: his companions: to find 
comfort. It also brings hit a 
Inrge measure of support from 
Indians of all kinds who would 
not be vpormally drawn into 
politics. As to the sugyestion 
that Gandhi’s cult of simplicity 
is n pose, we have it on the word 
of a well-informed writer that 
this Is a superficial view. His 
austerity, we are told, is perfect- 
ly genuine. There is, moreover, 
something essentially Hindu in 
this craving for simplicity in 
middle age, which, it is observed, 
attacks succeasful Indians about 
the time that an American or 
Englishman: thinks he ought to 
take up dancing again! It is well 
that we should keep these Indian 
points of view in mind, for. they 
will help us to understand much 
that would otherwise be obscure. 
Whether, if Gandhi goes to London, 
he will reach an agreement remains 
to.be seen, * But, as one writer 
expresses it, the least that 
Englishmen can dv is not to make 
his task harder by treating him 
either as o fanatic or a poseur. 
“He 14 a very astute old gentleman 
who honestly holds some religious 
beliefs that our  grent-great- 
grandfathers would have found it 
quite ensy to understand.”

"CRIME. 


Two MEN cer TERMS oF 
‘THREE YEARS. 


SHARP-EYED FOKIS. 


Sharp-eyed fokis of a building 
6ub-contractor, who  scarched 
round: the vicinity of Lady 
Clementi'a Ride after thelr mas- 
ter had.been robbed, noticed a 
part of the hillside which appear- 
ed to have’ been walked over by 
someone. Following this trail 
they locnted two men hidden on 
the hINside, on whom wna found 
rome of the stolen money. They 
were Lam Shing and Lam Yuk, 
who wore arrested, and were, nt 
the Criminal Sessions this morn- 
ing, Sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment with hard Inbour, after 
confessing to the crime. 

Prisoners were “charged with 
robbing Chau Chol of an automa- 
tic pistol, ten rounds of; xmmuni- 
tion and $810 in money, at Lady 
Clementi’s Ride on March 20, this 
year, ; 

After prisoners had pleaded 
xullty, Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, for 
‘the Crown, outlined the  clreum- 
stances, He'said that Chau Choi 
was a sub-contractor engaged on 
work in connexion with the 
Aberdeen waterworks scheme. On 
the day in question he  abtained 
$1,200 from the contractor and 
changed part of it into amall notes 
and subsidiary coina, 

He then went back towards his 
shed, where he and his workmen 
lived, on the hillside, After de- 
scribing the route taken, counsel 
anid that there was na small bridle 
path which was a short cut -to his 
matshed, Chau Choi went along 
this path at about one o'clock and 
after proceeding some way saw

A titanic explosion in the 
nucleus of a comet—6&0,000,000 
miles from: the sun—is puzzling 
astronomers. 

The comet—tho Schwassmann- 
Wachmann .Comet—was_ recently. 
-seen to increase In brightness no 
lesa than five -magnitudes, which 
represents an actual increase in 
brilliance of 100 times, 

In Decembor, 1929, three and a 
half years after it began to re-

than 20 times as bright as, theore- 
tically, it should have beon.

VETERAN WHO RECALLED 
INDIAN MUTINY. 


We regret to have te record-the 
death of Mr. Reuben Ezra, which 
occurred at the Government Civil 
Hospital on Saturday night. 

‘Over. 90 yeurs, of age, the late 
Mr. Ezra was a well-known figure 
in the local Jewish community. 
He was born in India, and lived 
through the troublous times of 
the Mutiny, which he recollected 


well, 


In the carly 90's, Mr, Ezra came 
to Hongkong, and had been a con- 
tinuous resident here since. He 
was at ane time employed in the 
firm of David Sassoon and Co. 
but transferred his, activities to 
the local share market, and made 
a substantial fortune, only to’ lose 
It in the crash of 1928-1924, The 
resulting shock ~ affected his 
health, and hé had been ailing 
since. The end came after a pro- 
tracted spell of illness. The 
grand old man of the Jewish com- 
munity, his death 1s mourned by 
all who came into contact with 
him.

In January of this year Sir Miles 
Lampson pald a visit to Singapore 
when the matter was considered 
with representatives of the Malayan 
Governments. .On his return to 
China the Chinese Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Dr. C. T. Wang, 
exchanged notes with him on the 
aubject of Kuomintang activities. 

On Apr..2, Dr. Wang wrote to 
Sir Miles Lampson and said it was 
never the intention of the Chinese 
National Government to interfere 
in the domestic affairs of a foreign 
Government, and such conduct 
would never be countenanced by the 
Chinese National Government. * 

Sir Miles Lampson replicd that 
the Malayan Governments had ‘no 
objection to anyone being a mem- 
ber of the Kuomintang so long as 
he did net engage in activities ini- 
mica) to the interests of the local 
Governments and provided that no 
attempt was made to establish 
branches in Malaya. 

These notes, the Secretary 
Chinese Affairs continued, 
bodied the settlement which has 
now been reached between the 
Governments of Malaya and the 
Chinese National Government, 
The Kuomintang is not an Illegal 
society In the Colony so long as 
it is organised wholly outalde 
Malaya and that no branches sre 
maintained In the Colony.

DOCTOR'S SON KIDNAPPED.

A daring robbery, in which two 
boys wore kidnapped, was carried 
out by a band of armed, men on 
the Knakchioh side of Swatow 
harbour last'Sunday night, 

The attack was made-on one of 
a group of houses nestling into a 
cleft of the hill on which the 
compound of the American 
Baptiat Mission {a _ built. 
band of men, variously estimated 
at from twenty to seventy, hid in 
the hilla until dead of night. 
They then got together, and, 
necording to an account inspired 
by the police, took captive two 
policemen who were on duly, thus

One account says that a micros- 
cope worth $400 and about $40 in 
cash were taken, A newspaper 
account gives the loot as being 
worth $2,000. 

The robbers got awny to a 
waiting boat, and only when they 
were safely. out of the way did the 
neighbours give’ the alarm. They 
then rang the ‘bell of the Theolo- 
gical College in the American 
compound, and the — two. police- 
men now released, went to 
rouse the police station. By 
then it was too late, and 
it is not yet known where the 
robbers «vent, nor ‘what: terms 
they intend to demand for the
